1. Keymarkets. I understand that Keymarkets are trying to sell 
their lease (Tor a fairly substantial sum) and m;*y even have someone 
actively interested in taking on the lease. If so the restrictive 
covenants regrettably will continue - they will only be cancelled if 
Keymarkets cannot sell their lease and decide to surrender it to 
Bar Hill Developments. 

2. Telephone Kiosk no. 2 . The Post Office are still not forthcoming 
with definite promises anout the next kiosk we would like them to 
install somewhere near Pheasant Rise. If only because of the 
increasing cost of a private phone we are continueing to press for 
an early decision. 
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PARISH COUNCIL oont. 
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3. Tesco StoreB - 2nd Flanning Application. This set of plans, 

were seen by about 90 people at the public display at the School. ' 

The Council took much the sane view as that of the public, namely 
that the building is not unattractive but that the traffic flow 
within the site does need amendment. In addition there is a need 
for good landscaping which hopefully will include some semi-mature 
trees and control of noise levels, advertising, lighting and hours 
of work. The Council is now hopeful that the new scheme, with some 
amendments will be approved by the District Council. 

4. Cambridge Consultants . Situated on the corner of the industrial 
estate and Having bought a further 2 acres of adjacent land are 

now seeking permission for long term building plans. The Council 
welcomed the application and the relatively attractive building 
that was planned. 

5. Banking . For the present National Westminster will not open ^ 
five^ays a week. If however you would like to help the cause ycW 
could help by transferring your account to the Nat.West branch in 
the village. The more accounts they have the better the chance of 
having 5 day opening. 

6. Elections . The day of elections for the Parish Council is 

Hay 6th. The closing day for the nominations is noon on April 8th. 
About the middle of March I will have a supply of nomination forms. 
Pull details of the election procedure are on the notice board in 
the Mall. The next issue of the news will contain some brief 
details of the work of the Parish Council. 


7. Annual Parish Meeting . The occasion on which the Parish Council 
reports to residents on the past year's work. Tuesday 23rd March, 
8pm at the School. All residents are invited to attend. 

8. What we do . I suspect there are some who think we have wide 
executive powers - and others who think the opposite. Nowadays - 
since 1974 - there are many things that a Parish Council can do, ^ 
but there are few cases where the Council is given statutory dutyw 
or power to enforce the law with regard to such things as mud 
deposited on the road. Usually the District or County Council are 
the enforcing authority and the Parish Council is a pressurising 
fcdy. 

There are many other instances where the Parish Council must be 
consulted or are by convention consulted - the Council are elected 
by the residents and should be representative of village views.

At the time of.writing (end of January) the weather is fairly 
.clement and dry, ideal for J*inching off the digging beforey 
thinking about spring sowing.' ' ' 2 ’; ,;, 
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Pruning of fruit trees and bushes should be completed by the end 
of this month with the exception of the "stone" fruits -..plums, 
gages, cherries, peaches etc. and also to their ornamental variants. 
All of these must be pruned in late May or early June when the 
foliage is fully formed and dead twigs and branches and 'die back' 
are easily seen and removed. Roses not pruned in mid winter are 
usually pruned in late February or March. Cut back large flov/ered 
clematis down to'within 2 feet of the ground, drastic but necessary 
if flowering is to be kept at a maximum, but the exception is variety 
"Madame Le Coultre" Which should be only lightly pruned.
